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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 
644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 

double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6764556 

(USP '556) in view of Popa et al (reference of record). 

USP '556 in claims 1-9 discloses the instant claimed Cu-Ni-Si composition, cell size, 
nickel silicide network, and process steps except for chromium silicide. Popa in 
paragraph bridging pages 697-698 discloses small Cr addition would improve Cu-Ni-Si 
alloys' ductility because of Cr 3 Si/chromium silicide formation. In view of the disclosure 
of Popa that ordinary skill artisan would recognize the Cu-Ni-Si-Cr alloy of USP '556 
would have been inherently possessed the chromium silicide because the alloy 
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composition, cell size, nickel silicide network, and processing steps are substantially 
same as claimed. Therefore, the burden is on the applicant to prove that the product of 
the prior art does not necessarily or inherently possess characteristics attributed to the 
claimed product. 

In re Best, 195 USPQ, 430 and MPEP § 21 12.01 . 

"Where the claimed and prior art products are identical 
or substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced 
by identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case 
of either anticipation or obviousness has been established, In re Best, 
195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 'When the PTO shows a sound 
basis for believing that the products of the applicant and the prior art 
are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not.' 
In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Therefore, the 
prima facie case can be rebutted by evidence showing that the prior art 
products do not necessarily possess the characteristics of the claimed 
product. In re Best, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977)." 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Popa et al (PTO-1449, AM) in view of USP 4818307 to Mori. 

Popa discloses the features substantially as claimed (paragraph bridging pages 
697-698, especially paragraph from top-left of 698) except for the claimed CU-Ni-Cr-Si 
composition. However, Mori in col. 2, lines 6-32 discloses a broader conventional Cu- 
Ni-Cr-Si composition in the same field of endeavor or the analogous metallurgical art. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of the cited 
references at the time the invention was made to form the recited microstructure with 
broader composition as taught by Mori because the Ni, Cr, and Si would form silicides 
at proper ratio (See Popa, page 695, section 1). In re Venner, 120 USPQ 193 (CCPA 
1958), In re LaVerne, et al., 108 USPQ 335, and In re Aller, et al., 105 USPQ 233. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 20, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' argument in pages 5-6, Tables 1 and II of instant remarks is noted. 
First, alloys compositions and fabrication technique of in Tables 1 and 2 are same for 
both instant claims and USP '556 except for hard phases. Second, "network of Ni- 
silicide" in USP '556 does not exclude "discontinuous network of Ni-silicide" as claimed. 
Third, because of USP '556 silent of Cr-silicide that does not mean Cr-silicide would not 
have been inherently possessed (see Popa, paragraph bridging pages 697-698

silicide would not have been inherently possessed by USP '556. 

Applicants' argument in pages 6-7 and Table III of instant remarks is noted. But, 
example of Popa is given for illustration not limitation of Cu-Ni-Si alloys. 

Applicants' argument in page 7 and Table IV of instant remarks is noted. But, 
intended-use does not impart patentability to a claim to a composition substantially 
identical to that of the prior art. Ex Parte Head 164 USPQ 664 (POBA 1969). 

Applicants argue that the Cu-Ni-Si alloy of Mori contains Fe and B. But, instant 
recited transitional expression "consisting essentially of does not exclude Fe and/or B. 
Furthermore, Mori is merely cited to show conventional Cu-Ni-Si-Cr alloy compositions.
